JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

An account of the affray between some of the crew of the Hertha 
and a party of the sailors of the French mail steamer ‘fodavery 
was shut out of our last issue. The “belligerents” fought with 
bamboos, stones, d&c., &c., some of the Prussian sailors had swords, 
but no serious wounds were received by either side. After thrashing 
each other for about half an hour, they separated, the Frenchmen 
going onboard their vessel ; the Prussians then commenced toassault 
Japanese,and to break and damage their property. On a native po- 
liceman remonstrating with them, one of the soldiers struck him a 
violent blow, whereupon the policeman drew his sword, and cut the 
sailor across the forehead, inflicting a very dangerous wound. Several 
Prussian officers, hearing of the disturbance, went to the place 
where, after some difficulty, they got the men_ into order, an 
took them on board. The other party amused themselves by 
going to the house of M. Letailleur, who had two friends dining 
with him named Clataud and Barba. ‘The sailors entered the 
house, and commenced to break the glasses, furniture, &c., and 
use insulting language, when M. Letailleur aenipes up, and ran 
into his bedroom to get his revolver, which he brought into the 
room where the sailors were, and ordered them to leave 
his house, which they refused to do, upon which he fired 
three shots amongst them, wounding three men, but not 
badly. The Prussians then left the house, and went to the Café 
du Japon, where they tried to effect an entrance, but were refused 
Dr. Hoffman was called in to see the wounded ; there was much 
confusion and disturbance going on at the time. Whilst he was 
attending the injured a revolver was fired, the bullet from which 
struck him on the forehead, grazing his righteyebrow. The doctor 
bled profusely, and his eye fad @ narrow escape ; it was not dis- 
covered who fired the shot. By this time a picket had arrived 
from the Medusa, and all the men, wounded and otherwise, were 
taken on board. 

The Governor of Kanagawa, with the object of repressing fur-

The meeting of Glover and Co.’s creditors took place at H. B. 
Majesty’s consulate on the 16th ult., and was adjourned until the 
19th. The liabilities were stated to be $797,000 and assets 

$550,000, which shows a deficiency of $247,000, and this amount 

would no doubt be increased if the property belonging to the 
estate was forced off during the present depressed state of things. 

Mr. W.C. Korthals, on behalf of the Netherlands Trading Society 

(whose debt amounts to $339,000, covered by a mortgage on the 

Takasima coal mine), proposed that the mine should be worked 

for the benefit of the creditors, and as this was ss to by them 

Mr. F. P. Tombrink was irae trustee, and Messrs. J. Adrian, 

Samuel H. Church, and W. Robertson as a committee of inspec- 

tion. Interest at the rate of 12 Sad cent. per annum is to be paid 

to the creditors on the amount of their debts, but the Netherlands 

Trading Society are to have a preferential claim for theirs. Any 

money required to work the mine and sink another shaft is to be 
| advanced by the society, and will bear interest like their debt. 
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The above arrangement is generally considered to be the best one 
for all concerned, as it avoids a bankruptcy, which benefits no one. 

A publiz meeting took place at H.B.M. Consulate on the 23rd 
ulé., when the church and cemetery fund accounts were presented 
to the public by the hon. treasurer. The total debt is now 
$518.81, viz., church $471.92, and cemetery 346.89. In the re- 
port the above geutleman says: “The church, from the first, was 
a building of only very slight construction, and, although very ex- 
tensive repairs were required last year, the flooring already gives 
warning that further expense will soon have to be incurred.” He 
then desired, on behalf of the community, to return their best 
thanks to the Rev. Mr. Ensor for the gratuitous service he had 
so kindly rendered since his arrival here, and ta the Rev. Mr. 
Burnside for so willingly taking a part in the same. In order to 
pay off the above debt, a aubscriptivn list is now being sent round 
to the community, but the amounts at present are chiefly sub- 
scribed towards the cemetery fund by American, Portuguese, &., 
residents. By a later opportunity I hope to be able to report a 
well-filled list, but fear that the hard times will prevent the total 
from becoming anything like it did in the “ good old times.” 

On Thursday worning last a review took place on the bund 
here, when 500 men and two guns were landed from H.B.M. 
Ocraa, accompaniel by their band. The bund being very narrow 
there was nut much room for display ; however, the desired end 
was satistactorily arrived at—the nutives were pleased with it, 
and the men had the opportunity of stretching their legs a little. 
It isa great pity there is mo flat growid of sufficient size any- 
where near this set:lement, or we might often see men-of-war crews 
on shore. 

The following movements of war vessels have to be recorded 
during the interval :—H.B.MS. Grasshopper left for Hiogs on 
the 18th ult.; Freacs frigate Venus and aviso Linois, both from 
Shanghai, arrive. on the 22nd, and left again on the next day for 
Hiogo and Yokohama. Remaining in port—British, Oceim and 
Salamis; Russian, Alea and [ey lamack. 

The natives intend indulziug in a three days’ holiday, com- 
mencing to-morrow. In these festivals the natives squander their 
money in most frivolous things, and, strange to say, that, although 
they Nae to have none t» purchase things from foreigners, yet 
they find plenty on such occasions as these; where they get it 
from is a mystery to most people. 

Great excitement prevails here, especially among the Germans, 
who scem to have almost taken leave of their senses on the tele- 
grams reaching here anuouncing the capitulation of the French 
army, capture of the Emperor Napoleon, France declared to be a 
republic All the German merchant vessels in this harbour were 
decorated with tlags yesterday in honoar of the occasion.

EXAMINATION OF MR. HARGREAVES. 

The papers contain the report of tho committal of Mr. W. Har- 
greaves, of Shanghai, on an infor.nation laid by Mr. M. M,. 
Walker, the agent of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China, for having converted certain merchandise entrusted to 
him by the bank, and forming the security for advances of money 
made to Mr. R. F. Thorburn, to his own use. Mr. Rennie, who 
appeared for the bank, charged the defendant with having com- 
mitted very grievous frauds on them. They alleged that these 
frauds were numerous, and extended over a consi-lerable time, but 
they only proposed to bring forward two of them. These were brought 
forward un-ler twoscctionsof the Act 24an125 Vie.,¢ 96,and formed, 
in fact, a charge of embezzlement of the property of the bank. 
The defendant had been for about three years managing the busi- 
ness of Mr. R. F. Thorburn, and had been signing his name under 
a power of attorney. On the 7th of Auzust, 1869. the defendant 
obtained, from the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, 
a loan of sixteen thousand tacls to Mr. R. F. Thorburn. Toshow how 
this loan was obtained, he must go further back. It appeared that 
earlier in the year certain drafts had been drawn on Mr. Thorburn, 
trom England, and had heen purchase by the bank, part of the 
security beiny tweuty cases of worsted crape lastiugs. These drafts 
fell due on the 7th of August, and on the 5th of that month 
the defendant went to the bank, and in!ormed the manager that 
he wanted to retire them, and gave a check against his own pri- 
vate accyunt for that purpose. ‘nis was immediately before the 
departure of the mail, but he said he should require a loan on the 
same goods, and said he would still leave with the bank the go- 
down orders fur these gouds. Le subsequently applicd for and 
obtained a lou of Tls. 16,900, and on the 17th of August he 
Wrote a letter tu the bank giving the terms en which he held the 
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goods—as agent in trust for the bank—which letter would be 
handed in. On June 29, 1869, a correspondence had also passed 
between the defendant and the bank, detining the terms on which 
he should hold goods for them for advances. The twenty cases of 
goods were, amongst other securities, deposited with Mr. Hargreaves. 
for safe keeping. On the 24th of June, however, the defendant 
had sold and given godown orders for the delivery of six of these 
cases ; and on the 23rd July he sold the remaining fourteen cxses. 

This was done without the authority or knowledge of the bank, 

and the proceeds never came into their hands. Phe socond charge 

was one which related to a loam obtaiaed by Mr. Hargreaves on 
the 2uth of July, 1869. This loan was obtained by Mr. Har- 
greaves on behalf of Mr. Thorburn, It was for Tls. 5,877 or 
thereabouts, and was obtained upon the security of ninety bales 

of goods then on their way to Shanghai. Of this fifty bales were 

Shirtings and forty T-Cloths. When the ship arrived, which she 

did about the 30th of August, the bills of lading were given to the 

dofendant to ensble him to clear, land, and warehouse the goods. 

In a letter dated the 3Uth September, the defendant wrote to the 

bank that this had been done. The goods were subsequently sold 

without the knowledge, and in opposition to the directions, of the 

bank, and the proceeds were not accounted for. 

Mr. Harwood, who appeared for Mr. Hargreaves, said that the 
defenca would be reserved, and his Honour (Mr. Jamieson) com- 
mitted him for trial, accepting bail in two socurities of £200 each, 
and his own recognisances for £400. 

Phe following summary is from the Worth China Herald of 
Oct. 4 :— 

The aspect ‘of affairs at Peking has undergone no apparent 
change, and everything depends on the turn of events there. If 
tardy justice is inflicted on the instigators and actors in the mas- 
sacre, our relations elsewhere may remain undisturbed. But it 
seems almost hopeless that this will be done, after so long a delay, 
and in face of the preparations for war which are being every- 
where made. 

In view of the prevailing uncertainty, it is at any rate wise to 
provide against accident. Nothing can be lost by elaborating 
measures for the defence of the settlement in case of trouble 
arising, while the existence of preparation may go far to avert 
the danger. We publish elsewhere a report by the Defence Com- 
mittee infurmiog us what steps have been taken towards supple- 
menting the individual efforts of members of the community ; 
but we must confess that the results achieved are less than we 
could have hoped for in the three months which have elapsed 
since the volunteer corps was organised. We have already thanked 
the Committee for the Sniders they have purchased; and are 
glad to learn that two twelve-pounder howitzers are expected from 
Hong Kong ; but these are insufficient for the strong artillery 
corps which has been formed, and at least two more guns should 
be procured. No reference is made to other defensive measures, 
which we hope the committee will lose uv further time in adopt- 
ing. As we have said before, it may prove that there is no im- 
mediate need for them; but the fact of their existence will, in 
itself, go far to obviate this need. The Council pay a well-de- 
served tribute to the efforts of the Voluntecr corps to perfect 
themselves in their portion of the undertaking ; and the members 
will gladly recognise, in turn, the aid which has been afforded. 
They will endorse the hope which we express, that the Council 
will endeavour still further to supplement their exertions, 

The season for fires was inaugurated by one which broke out 
ina block of China houses, immediately beyond Messrs. Textor 
and Co.’s, at the Soochow Creek end of the Szechuen Road. The 
engines of the different companies came up with creditable speed, 
but had to run out long lengths of hose to enable them to reach 
water. Part of the force was posted at the creek side of the burn- 
ing block, but from the low state of the water could not get into 
play till the rising tide flowed in, when the French company first 
opencd on the fire. Ina few minutes after No. 1 followed, with 
a fuller strength ; while on tie obher side, after a short essay with 
a well close at hand, Nos. 4, 2, and 3 were ordered to work from 
the pond in the Church compound, the steamer Deluge being en- 
gaged in forcing the stream from that point to connect with 
the others, and so cover the great distance necessary to be 
passed tothe fire. Mcanwhile the Mi-ho-loongs. who, next to 
the police, were the first on duty, together with a party of men- 
of-war’s men from the Zehra, under the com uand of the Hon. 
Capt. Denison, and volunteers from among the earlier spectators, 
tackled the burning building with hooks, ladders, and hatchets, 
keeping the fire back upon itself, and half smothering it in 
heaps of bricks battered from the walls. A number went to the 
buildings in the rear and almost adjvining, from most of which 
they were successful in warding off the fire; but in the corner 
angle, to which it had crossed, considerable damag: was done 
before the continuity of the flames could be again interrupted. 
The inmates of threatened dwellings removed their effects with 
more regard for speed than safety, assisted by a few of the phi- 
lanthropic fraternity of thieves. These last, however, were 
speedily in the hands of’ the police. The Volunteers who had 
turned out formed guard at either end of the scene of operations, 
from which they rigidly excluded non-combatants. The fire was 
extinguished a few ininutes prst two. Alt gether about twenty 
two-storey houses were burns. down, mostly, covered by an insur- 
rance ot ‘I's. 2,000 witir the Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company. 
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A general S. V. C. parade took place, in which the marines and 
seamen of the United States steamer Benicia took part. Admira’ 
Redgers inspected the Brizade, which afterwards marched past a 
saluting post marked by the S. V. C. and the Admiral’s flags. Tle 
band of the United States vessel Colorado Jed the march. Admir: ] 
Rodgers expressed himself pleased with the appearance and me- 
nosurres of the volunteers, and his warm approval of a movement 
which has for its motto “defence not defiance.” The Admiral 
believes, with Lord Palmerston, that nothing is so likely to pre 
vent trouble as the show of preparation to meet it. He has gained 
much popularity by his frank association with a movement which 
B.B.M. Chargé d’Affaires is believed to discountenance; and 
we hope that other naval officers will follow the example sect. 
After the review the Admiral and his officers dined at Messrs 
Olyphant and Co.’s, and a serics of most enthusiastic specches ful- 
lowed. 

A correspondent writes that everything is quiet at Hangchow. 
The Chen-tai has gone to Nanking. because, it is said, his brother 
occupied such a position there that he would probably be held 
blamable for the death of Viccroy Ma, ard has avoided disgrace 
by committing suicide. We do not, however, hear anything con- 
firmatory of this rumour. 

A correspondent writes from Ku-chow fu, in the Chekeang pro- 
vince :—“ Rumours of ‘the wane of foreign influence have reached 
even this remote city. It is reported that all the foreign hongs 
in Shanghai are closed. Straws indicate the direction of the cur- 
rent. Lvidently the people think the time when the ‘ barbarians’ 
shall leave the Middle Flowery Kingdom is hastening on.” 

The last number of the Peking Gazette mentions Tseng kwo- 
Fan’s objection to return to Nanking. Lc pleads old age and 
sickness, and asks to be allowed to retire into private life. There 
is room for much speculation in this. Was the reappointment to 
Nanking an effort by Prince Kung to remove an obstructive, 
and docs Tseng refuse to be put aside? Or is he only going 
through a formula, intending to go after all ?

According to the Cina Muil, the destruction of the chapel at 
Fatshan appears to have resulted in a more satisfactory arrange. 
ment than might have been anticipated. The mission chapel is 
to be rebuilt, the destroyed furniture replaced, and compensation 
in some additional form also awarded. The good offices cf Mr, 
Consul Robertson have been engaged in bringing about this 
desirable result, which was easily arrived at through the recogni- 
tion of its importance by the Chinese authorities. Some meim- 
bers of the foreign community took the opportunity of addressing 
a letter to Mr. Cousul Robertson, explaining their apprehen- 
sions of the growing animosity tuwards foreigners, and requesting 
information as to what steps were likely to be taken for their 
security until Her Majesty’s Government shall have concluded 
such arrangements as will restore confidence.

IMPORTS. 


SiraNGHAI.—There had becn but little change in the market for 
Piece Goods. The demand for the light and medium weights of Grey 
Shirtings continued, but although the advices from Tientsin were better, 
and stocks were almost nil, prices here had not advanced, in facta 
fore: d sale of “ Tacping” Dewhurst’s Eagles, 8} Ibs., at Tls. 2.25 per 
piece for cash, showed a slight decline. The sale referred to, however, 
was exeeptional, and cannot be taken as a criterion of the true‘state of 
the inarket; the same goods being still worth former quotations for 
o-dinary delivery. White Shirtings were without change; but for 
T-Cloths a rather better fecling existed, and there were again buyers of 
fy to good Mexican 7 Ibs., at Tls, 1.49 to 1.53 per piece, and of Com- 
mon Chops at from 1.29 to 1.35 per piece. Drills were in improved 
demand at last quotations, viz., Tls. 1.97 to 3.02 per piece for good 15 
Ibs. English makes; but for Jeans the inquiry was faint, with anxious 
sellers. Fancy Cuttons of all kinds were dull of sale, and it is difficult 
to ive true quotations, excepting for Dyed Brocades and Spotted 
Shirtings, which were wanted at hardening rates. For Woollens, 
Metals, and other articlos of Import, the market was very quiet, and 
last mail’s values were barcly maintained, 

Foocrow.—Suales were reported of 5 pieces 7 Ibs. T-Cloths at $2.20 
160 pieces Scarlet Long Ells at $8, and 600 piculs Lead at $7. 

Sarcon.—The previously heavy stocks had been increa-ed by new 
arrivals from Europe, anil, although a few lots of Grey Shirtings 8} lbs. 
had changed hands at slightly advanced prices, the demand was still 
very limited, and a con-iderable improvement was not likely before the 
new rice came in. White Irishes were unsaleable at $2, and light 
weights T-Cloth were much neglected. Quotations :—Grey Shirtings, 
84 lbs., $2.85 ; 7 lbs., $2.42 to 2.44; Grey T-Clotha, 4 lbs., $1.32; 4$ 
lbs., $1.42; 5 Ibs., $1.53 to 1.54; White Irishes, $1.95.

SHANGHAI.—Black : There had becn a moderate amount of business 
since the despatch of last mail. Operations had again been to a consi- 
derable extent in barter, and prices on the whole had been maintained. 
At the close a quieter fecling was manifested ; but it was said that more 
inquiry would shortly be shown, and that we shall hear of very consi- 
dcrable additions to settlements. Settlements and shipments, 29,000 
chests ; stock, 65,500 chests. Green: Tran-actions had been ona more 
moderate scale, and rates had ruled generally rather easier, except for 
the few choice and finest chops, which were still well competed for and 
brought high prices. In lower kinds there was but little inquiry, and 
prices were likely to go lower. . 

Foocnow.—During the interval an active busincss had been done in 
all descriptions of Tea, purchases having been made for England, Ame- 
rica, Australia, and the Continent. The settlements of Congou and 
Ssuchong had been 24,2U3 chests, and of Oolong 2,237 half-chests. 
he arrivals had been smail, amounting to 9,391 chests of Congou and 
Souchong, and 4,739 half-chests of Oolong. The total arrivals of Con- 
gou and Souchong showed a decrease of 110,266 chests as compared 
with those to the same time last year. Most of this deficit was only 
apparent, being caused by the retention of the Tea up-country, the pro- 
ducers holding the leaf for prices above the equivalent of the present 
rates here. The ultimate supply for the season would greatly depend 
on the prices which rule in this market. The crop of Oolong was esti- 
mated at not less than 180,000 half-chests. Congou: There had been 
u brisk demand for all grades, which had been readily met by the Tea- 
men; and settlements hud been freely made at former rates for all Teas 
under Tls.14. For those above this price proportionately high rates 
had been obtaincd, owing to the scarcity of Tea with any pretention to 
flavour. More than half the purchases had been of this description, 
and some of them showed an advance of atael. The following were 
the current quotations, the co:t at which Teas lay down in London 
calculated at an exchange of 43. 6jd., and freight £2 per ton:— 
Dust and siftings, 6d. to 8d. ; broken lcaf to ordinary, &}d. to 10jd.; 
fair to good common, 103d. to 113d. ; flavoury to good flavoury, 1s. 
to 1s, 4§d.; medium to finest—none on the market, Souchongs: 
There was no change in the price of medium kinds. Common teas 
had, in some instances, been bought ata decline. Quotations : Common, 
114d. to 1s. 14d.; medium, 1s. 2d. to Is. 7d. Ovlungs: Business for 
the United States had bcen resumed in these by the purchase of a 
chop of 2,237 half-chests at Tls. 294 proportion, which makes the prices 
of the various grades the same ns those previously given, Quotations: 
Common cargo, Ts. 17 to 20; fuir to good cargo, Tls. 21 to 25; good 
gurgo to superior, Tls. 26 to 29; superior to fine, Tls. 30 to 34; fine 
to finest, Tls. 35 to 45; choice to choicest, Tis. 48 to 52. Scented 
Teas: No transactions had takon place, the prices offered being insuffi- 
cient to pay the teamen fur the cost of production. Flowery Pekoe: 
Settlements had been 627 chests at Tls. 22, 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—A dragging business had been transacted since the de- 
parture of the English mail, and settlements were estimated at fully 
5UO bales; of these, about 200 bales had been reported on Chinese ac- 
count, including purchases for account of a speculative mandarin, and 
who was said to have paid Tls. 500 for Red Peacock, showing an advance 
of Tls. 10 per picul. The market was bare of chop Tsatlce, and the 
nominal quotation for classic 3 was Tis. 575 to 580 per picul. The un- 
rold etock was catimated at 4,500 balcs, chiefly common classes of silk. 
The market clused very firm. 


SAIGON PRODUCE. 
Messrs, Bebre report as follows upon the Rive market :--Up to the 
eu | of Septomber our market ruled with much dullness, the only trans- 
actions consisting in & few cargocs forwarded to China and Japan, and 
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in several shipments made for owners’ account to Bourbon and for Eu- 
rope, Only of late, but as anticipated in our last, supplies of this 
year’s grain, consisting, it appears, chiefly still of round rice, were 
freely brought forward, indecd so frecly, that facing the news from the 
North, where the coming crops seein to cover entirely the ordinary re- 
quirements of local consumption, our prices were sufficiently affected 
to allow new transactions. Some 109,000 piculs round grain lately 
changed hands at $1.524 to $1.48 per picul, and a gradual further de- 
cline being confidently expected, we may depend on reasonable prices 
for the balance of this year’s stock, and so with for the opening of our 
new season. The coming crop is to be considered now not only safe, but 
even a very plentiful and early one. Our market closes very weak, at 
$1.45 for round grain, while long rice is worth $1.40 per picul. 

The following is from Messrs. Kaltenbach, Enzler, and Co.’s Report: — 

Rice: Notwithstanding the weaker reports received per French mail 
under date of our last Circular from China and Japan, where the pros- 
pects for the new crop offer a very promising aspect, our last quotations, 
as will be scen by the purchases of abont 25,000 piculs Vinlong after- 
wards effected at $1.57, and 11,000 piculs Gocong at $1.68 (chiefly for 
Mauritius, Bourbon, and Europe), have undergone no material change 
up to the end of last month. Shipments to Hong Kong have been 
effected on a moderate scale—to Yokohama two vessels only were de- 
spatched ; and as stocks in China town were somewhat increasing, to- 
gether with the continued unfavourable news from the North, Chinese 
were these last weeks offering freely at lower rates. There is no great 
difference in the quality of rounl and long grain now coming to 
market, and with a few cents more buyers generally gave the pre- 
ference to the former grain. Considering the time of the year, 
the business done during the last fortnight is rather important, and 
amounted to about 80,000 piculs Gocong, at from $1.524-48, and 4,000 
piculs Vinlong, at $1.45}, all for European account. Our to-day’s quo- 
tations are $1.47 Gocong, and $1.40 Vinlong, with downward tendency. 
The new crop promises to be a good one, and we may expect to see a 
few vessels laden with new rice as carly as iast season, say towards the 
end of next month, The monthly exports amount to 207,590 piculs, 
Paddy is getting scarce; quotations are $0.90 to $1 per picul. 

Fi1su.—The scason is over, the past month closing with the last con- 
siderable export for some time to come. The few small lots still coming 
to market will be reserved for local consumption. The exports for the 
month amount to ahout 4,000 piculs. 

H1pe8s,—The export to Rurope being rather difficult now, sellers had 
to accept somewhat lower rates, 38.50 for Buffalo, and $11.75 fyr Cow 
Hides. 

Hogns.—Remain unchanged at $8.50 per picul. 

Cocoa Nur O1u.—Is rather scarce this season, which accounts for 
the higher prices. We quote to-day at $8 per picul.

There 
have been no sales of East India kinds. 

Teas.—Imports from Jan. 1 to Oct. 16: China, 681,449 Ibs., 800 
packages; Japan, 1,611,976 lbs. Stocks are rapidly accumulating. 
The Great Republic brought for this market 9,871 packages from Yo- 
hohama, 1,669 packages from Hong Kong,and 894 packages from 
Shanghai ; for New York, from Shanghai, 4,523 pickesss and from 
Japan, 1,308 packages, &c. The jobbing demand is active, and the 
trade expanding, otherwise the market presents no new features. We 
quote Japans at 65c. to 85c. 











THE PROFITS ON TEA. 
(PRODUCE MARKETS REVIEW.) 

Instead of reports of fubulous losses, rumours of equally fabulous pro- 
fita realised are now discuased in the market, and we have at last, for the 
firat time for many years, to regard the tea trade as in a thoroughly 
sound state. Many may think that the adversity of the importers 
formed the opportunity of the dealers, and no doubt there was some 
truth in the idea; but it was forgotten, on the other hand, that the 
dealers must always hold very large stocks, and that they lost severely 
from the continuous fall in value, caused by the glutted state of the 
market and the pressure to sell. It is a question, indeed, whether, 
except the public, any one benefited by the extreme depression caused 
by the incomprehensible policy puraued of late years by buyers in 
China. But it could not be to the ultimate intereat, even of the 
public, that teas should be supplied to it at a loss on prime coat. 
The present condition of things is much more satisfactory, and if any 
excessive profits have been obtained by importers this yeat, they re- 
quired them to make up for old losses, and competition will soon 
reduce them to a fair and remunerative level. We only hope that pre- 
sent prices will not turn the heads of buyers in China, and cause 
them, at the last moment, to revert to the old suicidal policy. With 
regard to the immediate prospects of the market, there will be large 
arrivals from the present time up to Christmas, and, as the demand 
from the retail dealera has already begun to slacken, considerable 
stocks must be held either by merchants or dealers; but as both 
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classes are averse to holding heavy eupplies for any length of time, 
there is certain to be a good deal of pressure to sell, and it is probable 
that for the next six weeks tea will be generally cheaper than at the 
beginning of the year, when the largeat demand takes place.

CAPTURE OF THE “ MOBIL.” FROM CHINA. 

The North German barque Jodi/, 319 tons, Captain Berg. which 
was despatched from Hong Kong for Hamburg on the 18th June 
by Messrs. Bourjau, Hubener, and Co., has been captured in the 
Atlantic by a French frigate, and towed into Toulon. She had on 
board the following cargo :—10,119 packages tea, 2,000 cases 
cassia, 10 cases cassia siftings, 264 cases porcelain ware, 52,000 
cases fire crackers, 1,069 cases preserves, and 259 cases sundries. 
A telegram bas been received reporting the loss of the Blue 
Jacket, from Japan to Holland ; we believe that this vessel actually 
sailed from Java, and not from any port in Japan. 








NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


—o— 
It is a source of remark and comment in the Royal Arsenal that there 
bas been a perceptibly marked activity since the date of Prince (jort- 
chakoff’s despatch to Baron Brunnow, as indicating that the War De- 
partment took action as soon as the Russian repudiation of tlie Treaty 
of 1856 was known to the English Government. A number of addi- 
tional hands have been taken on in the gun factories, whilst relays of 
men are working day and night in the artiticers’ shops, boring mills, and 
old and new forges of the Royal Arsenal. It is stated that orders have 
been issued to complete the armainent of Malta and Gibraltar, to warn 
the Indian Government, to increase the complement of sailors, and to 
hasten the supply of breech-loaders to the Militia and Volunteers. A 
portion of the Channel Fleet has been ordered to join the Mediterranean 
squadron, and many more ships ure to be put into commission. With 
regard to the supply of seamen which may be required to furm the com- 
plement of these ships it may be remarked that the authorities have at 
their immediate disposal 3,800 Coust-guard men, all picked sailors, 
and for the most part practised gunners, and in addition 4,000 pen- 
sioners not yet past the prime of life, who are all physically able to em- 
bark at once. The Royal Naval Reserve, in which there are cnrolled 
more than 16,000 men, is also available. Those, of course, are not all 
at home, but a few thousands are at land, aud cach day, by fresh ar- 
Tivals from abroad, would add to the number. 


The Duke of Cambridge, with a portion of his staff, will for the future 
transact business under the roof of the Wur-oftice, instead of at the 
Horse Guards, and will thus be in immediate attendance upon the Secre- 
tary of State. Much trouble and unnecessary delay will thereby be 
saved. It was understood last session, when Mr. Cardwell announced 
that the Government had resolved to place the two establishments of 
the War-office and the Horse Guards uncer onc roof, that the Chief 
Commissioner of Works woul: bo able to find a site for the new edifice ; 
but that expectation has not been fulfilled. As the transfer of the en- 


tire personnel of the War-office to the Horse Guurds, or vice versa, is a | 


sheer impo-sibility, for lack of space, the arrangement that we now un- 
nounce is the best compromise which can be effected. 


Rear-Ad:iral Beauchamp Seymour, C.B., will hoist his flag on board 
Her Majesty’s ship Narcissus on the Ist of December, and on the same 
day will be commissioned the Imimortalité and Dido, both of which will 
form part of the new flying squadron, Adiniral Seymour's first trip 
will not be a lengthened one—pro'.ably to the We-t Indies and back. 
Captain Sullivan, C.B., now in command of the Volage, will hoist his 
pendant on board the Immortali:¢, and will be succeeded in the Volage 
by Captain Michael Seymour, The Dido will be commissioned by Capt.

NORTH GERMAN CONFEDERATION. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBURG, Nov. 15. 

There have been two or three more alarms of the arrival of a French 
fleet off the coast, but like the boy in the fable, it has been cried now 
so often that the wolf is coming, that nobody believes it any more. The 
Governor-General of the coast district bas done all that he could do 
for the safety of the country ; the lighthouses are now left dark all 
night, the pilots no longer cruise before the mouths of the rivers, the 
beacons and buoys are removed, reinforcements have been sent doin to 
the spots most exposed to hostile invasion, and the Coast Volunteers 
fare again embodied and ordered out for duty. Notwith-tanding all 
these precautions, German vessels pass in and out of the Elbe, mostly 
without molestation or seeing anything of the Freuch squadron, though 
a few galliots and other small craft have fallen into the hands of the 
Philistines, and bcen set on fire or turned adrift as not valuable cnough 
to man with a prize crew, and send to France for adjudication. The 
latest accounts state that six ships of war were sccn yesterday cruising 
to the west of Heligoland. The middle of November is by no means 
the most favourable time of the year for a naval promenade in the North 
Sea, with its long dark nights, thick fogs, and frequent storms ; and the 
ships are therefore exposed to greater dangers than they would have to 
encounter in more genial climes and at a more favourable season. 

Though there are but few people iu Germany wh are vot to a certain 
extent losers by the war, aud consequently more or less interested in 
the termination of hostilities, the national feeling of indignation at being 
provoked into a war for which there was not ouly no cause, but not even 
an excuse on the part of France, is so intense that it would be extremely 
dangerous to bring it to a close without the satisfaction of dictating the 
terms of peace at Paris, and retaining possession of the originally Ger- 
man provinces of Alsace and Lorraine. This feeling is so ge: eral that, 
though there is no doubt that much distress prevails among the poorer 
classes at the absence of their bread-winners, no complaints are heard, 
and it is quite touching to see the equanimity and patience with which 
they b. ar their trials, and the Christian fortitude that still cheers up their 
spirits under their troubles and misfortunes, which they feel would bea hun- 
dred-to!d worse if the tables hed been turned and by the fortune of war 
Germany inundated by a French invasion. Another characteristic of the 
Gerinan idiosyneracy is the perfect contidence the soldiers repose in 
their officers and the spirit of discipline that makes them unhesitatingly 
obey orders though they cannot understand the object, which perhaps 
becoincs only apparent after the lapse of a long period. This was forei- 
bly illustrated to me in a conversation I l:ad a day or two ago with a 
young Hambure gentleman of good family—in fact a distant connection 
of mine by marriage—who had the mistortune to he severely wounded 
in one of the late sorti:s from Paris, and, as a special favour, has been 
allowed to be removed from the military hespital and live with his 
parents till cured and able to rejoin his regiment. In relating to me 
his adventures at Sedan, he stated that just as the battle commenced 
and they were hoping to be soon in the very thickest of the melee, an 
aide-de-camp came galloping up with an order to the colonel to march 
the regiment immediately away up to the north of Sedan for about 
three miles, and there await further instructious what to do. Of course 
they obeyed, but wondered not a httlo what was the object of the ma- 
nenvre ; butit soon became apparent, when, shorUy alter their arrival 
at the spot indicated, they were brigaded with some other regiments 
they found there, and then all crossed the Meuse, doubling back on 
Sedan, and thus cut off the retreat of MacMahon und his army, should 
they have atteinpted to escape across the Belgian frontier, 

When the intelligence arrived of negotiations for an armistice on the 
proposal of England, it cannot be denied that it made au unfavourable 
impression, which was still farther increased when it transpired that 
Count Bismark had actually agreed to offer the French a truce of twenty- 
eight days, to give them time to hold their general elections tor a Na- 
tional Constitutional Assembly. This feeling was particularly apparent 
at Berlin, where it was feared the army, after all the losses they lave 
suffered and hardships and privations they have endatcd without a 
murmur, would after all be cheated out of that crowniny satisfac tic n to 
which they had been looking forward for mouths as tie one great object 
of the war,—their entry into Paris a8 conqueiors, and witnessing the 
humiliation of their vanquished enemy, who bad commenced the war 
on such frivolous pretexts. It required all the eloquence of tie official 
and semi-official press to pour the needful quantity of oil on the trou- 
bled waters, calin public opinion, and silence the grumbling that had 
now become lond and general. Under these circums'ances your readers 
will readily undérstand that it was a great rcler when the tcl 
arrived announcing officially that the negotiations had been definitively 
broken off by the French authorities. It was es if a g¢ cat incubus bad 
been lifted off men’s minds, there were even rejoicings un the cecasion, 
and public expression wis given to the hope thut the neutral Powers 
would not fecl inclined again to put their fingers in the pic, but having 
scalded them a little by their budly-timed aud uscless interference, they 
would now leave the belligerents to fight it out to the end and make 
their own arrangements about the terms of peace. 

With regard to the reconstruction of Germany by the addition of the 
South German States to the North German Confederation, the negotia- 
tions have been carticd on at the King of Prussia’s headquarters at 
Versailles, plenipotentiaries having goue there to contcr with Count 
Bismark on the subject. Wurtemberg, Baden, and Hesse-Darinstadt 
have made no difficulty about it, but imanediately expressed their readi- 
ness to join unconditionally and be admitted to the Conlederation on 
the saine terns as the Northern States that now compose it. But there 
is uhiteh in the completion of the work, as the youthiul King of Ba- 
varia objects to eurrender his independence and sovereign rights of au- 
tonomy, though his Prime Minister, Count ray, and Herr von Lutz, 
the Minister for Justice, have spent soize time at Versailles, endeavour- 
ing to smoothe away the difficulties, and have rcturued to Munich with- 
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out having achieved much sucecss as vet. The King is ave:se to place 
his army under the uvconditional o:dirs and authorily of the King of 
Prussia, to renounce his right of appointing his own diplomatic repre- 
sentatives it foreign Courts, to alter the laws now in force in Bavaria, 
and finally to pay anvthing towards the maintenance and extenaion of 
the German Navy and naval arsenals. As he is known to be rather 
stabborn aud have a strong will of his own it will require the exertion 
of all the tact and diplomacy of Count Bismark to talk over the young 
King by arguments or cau<e him to alter his demands by the offer of an 
equivalent in some other shape.

My statements respecting the Ministerial crisis have been confirmed, 
Mr. fie Boese having fade the following statement in the First and 
Second Chambera :—“The Government is of opinion that it must make 
use of the occasion to communicate to the Chamber the position of 
the Ministry. Some days ago the Minister for Foreign Affairs asked H.M. 
to release him from his duties; at the same time the Minister of the Co- 
lonial Department has, in obedience to the advice of his physician, ad- 
dressed thesame request to the King; afew dayslater the Ministers of the 
Departments of Justice and War were of opinion that they also ought to 
ask for their release. The three remaining Ministers have thought it 
their duty to draw the attention of H.M. to these facts, in order that he 
might consider what in the interests of the country ought to be done; 
consequently they also have placed their portfolios at the disposal of 
the Crown. Until the King pronounces his decision, the Ministers will 
continue to retain their posts, and to fulfil their obligations towards the 
Ohamber, from which they cannot withdraw themselves.” These re- 
solutions of the Ministers create but very little regret; the general 
conviction is that they are quite worn out; even the Liberal papers 
apeak of them in a contemptuous tone. The question, however, re- 
mains: who will be their successors? Both amongst the Con- 
gervatives and Liberals we have so very few able statesmen that 
it seems almost impossible to make a selection ; consequently the 
greatest uncertainty prevails about the future Cabinet. Rumours say 
that Messrs. van Bosse and Fock will be charged with the task of re- 
constructing the Cabinet, but J do not think that this is trae. They 
eannot find men who would care to accept a Ministerial faufew: under 
them except men of half-measures; ergo the reconstructed Ministry 
would have but a very short life. An on-dit isapread that Mr. J. K. Baron 
van Golistein, who has just been elected Member of the First Chamber, 
has been summoned by the King to give his advice on the subject. 
In the meanwhile Parliamentary business is going on. Both the First 
and Second Chambers have met, and the first named will open to 
morrow the discussions upon the Hast India Budget. The Principal 
question, of course, will be in the sections, the decrees of the Governor 
General about the reorganization of the Preanger system. According 
to the reply which was given by Mr.de Waal to the scclion-report, 
the Minister authorised Mr. Myer on June 29, under certain con- 
ditions, to prepare the measure, but with the most positive® order 
that it would not be decreed before being approved of by the 
States General.

A circumstance which no one thought possible has occurred ; the 
First Chamber has rejected the East India Budget, so far as regards the 
receipts and expenditure in India. By a majority of one vote only 
(seventecn to sixteen) was this decision carried, which will create the 
greatest confusion in the India administration. If the Budget had been 
enrricl it would have been the first time that it arrived in India in pro- 
per time to set it in operation on the Ist of January. The strangest 
part of the event is the total absence of mitive. The Lords were very 
content with the wavering Minister of the Culcniul,Department, and, 
with the exeception of some stubborn Conservatives, they advocated his

‘This is incredible, but 1s, nevertlicless, a fact. I need not say that the 
impression made in India will be as bad as possible, and, indeed, not 
without reason. The decrees respecting these reforms are already pro- 
mulgated in India ; they shou'd come into force on the Ist January ; 
and this is now impossib'e, because the Chamber has uot approved of 
the reorganisation. I doubt very much if this act will tend to strengthen 
our authority in Java. Indeed, so much is claimed here of the cle- 
mency of our colony that it is more thin time that a Radical reform 
shouldbe effected. If the aspirations of the colony were better under- 
stood at home there would be less blundering in our Chambers. At all 
times, and on all subjects, little narrow schools of opinion are constantly 
developing themselves, the leading characteristic of which was, and 
still is, to squeeze the Javanese. Up to this moment low material 
views are paraded and men, who themselves confess that they are not

deed, even the Libervls still udopt a very small way of viewing thl« grand 
problem; and some change must now tuke place. If our Chambers, 
in which the Colonies are not represented at all, retain the absolute 
supremacy which thcy now enjoy, it is inconceisable that it will bear, 
soouer or later, bad fruit. I think a partnership, in which cach section 
of Holland and its colonies should be proportionally represented, is the 
only conccivable ulternative by which to arrive at a good result, and if 
the Colonies show theinselves anxious for a union, on this the only sound 
basis, it would be weak and ungererous for Holland to reject such @ 
plan. Nevertheless the most advanced Liberals shrink from such an 
idea, and, indeed, I think it is quite necessary to state that it isa Dutch- 
man who writes these lines and not an Englishman. That tendencies 
of this kind will not ripen in a day is obvious enough. Undoubtedly 
there are difficulties, but the plan is not at all impossible; nevertheless 
much must be done before the matter is decided. Not only are the 
Colonies vot represented in Parliament, but even representative Dutch- 
men are excluded by our miserable election law. The bulk of the 
electors do not know anything about the wants of the colonies; they 
are only aware that we receive a good dcal of money from the Eust, and 
they applaud the rule of the Conservatives, that the more the Javanese 
are squeezcd the less they have to pay. 

With the exception of the important fact of the outvoting of the East 
Indian Budget there is a scarcity of news. The Ministerial crisis has 
not advanced one step towards solution, and no names are given as the 
probable successors. We do not know whether we are to have a Liberal 
or a Conservative cabinet. If the last-named party should take the 
reigns of Government, then it will be necessary to dissolve Parliament, 
because the majority is quasi Liberal. Able statesmen, however, are 
very scarce on both sides. Perhaps the solution might come somewhat 
quicker but for the King, who is ill ; and, on the other side, I hear that 
the question which caused our Ministers so abruptly to place their port- 
folios at the disposal of the King, causes other statesmen also to shrink 
back from accepting office. It is whispered in our dij-lomatic circles 
that the decision to resign was not only brought about by the increasing 
opposition in the Chamber, but also by tha fret that the King wished 
to treat with Prussia about the sale of his sovereign rights in Luxem- 
burg. This rumour, however, is most positively contradicted by the 
reply which was given by Prince Henry, as Stadholder, to the com- 
mission who handed his Royal Highness an address of adherence, voted 
by the Chamber. 

The war still remains the topic of the day, and curiosity was highly 
excited to-day by the statement that Russia has commenced a diplo- 
matic movement for a modification of some of the provisions of the 
Treaty of 1856. This news caused but little heavincss on the Bourse, 
and the common belief is that there is very small reason to think that 
things will go anything beyond a pacific discussion upon what Russia 
means to be mutual interests. Speculation, however, is checked, not- 
withstanding that moncy in the open market is very abundant, and can 
be obtained readily at three per cent., and my opiniun fs, that, now that 
the circular of Prince Gortschakoff is published, bonds will soun recover 
from their fall, provided there {s no over-speculation. About the Oost 
Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten 1 hear that several shareholders 
decline to pay up their shares in toto. The newly-appointed direction 
makes as much huste as possible to arrive at a dccision belore a defini- 
tive verdict is yiven by the High Court with reference to the demand 
for surseance of payment. According to the Amsterdam Courant, 
Mr. Julius Vogel, formerly functionary at the Java Branch, is appointed 
inspector of the agricultural enterprises of this company, instead of Mr. 
Julius van Hemert. The same paper ascertains that the first-named 
gentleman will start by an early mail. This will also be the case with 
Dr. H. H. Middendorp, who is offered a position at the medical insti- 
tution in Japan. j 

The Noach J. has been chartered by the Government to convey troops 
from here to Java. The vessel will sail this month.

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THE “ ALABAMA” CLAIMS. 
So much misapprehension has prevailed concerning the exact 
bearings of the Alabama controversy on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic that it is satisfactory to find the case so lucidly stated as it is 
by the Philadelphia correspondent of The Times, whose explana- 
tion of its latest phase, together with the editor’s reflections 
upon it, we now condense. One of the chief claimants is the 
“Great Western Insurance Company” of New York, and a very 
important letter on the subject from Mr. John A. Parker, the pre 
sident of that corporation, has just been made public. Mr. Par- 
ker wrote to Mr. Frelinghuysen, at the time when that gentleman 
was indicated as American Minister to London, and the letter isa - 
complaint at the ‘ dog-in-the-manger” policy pursued by the 
American Government. Mr. Parker says that his insurance com- 
pany represents a large amount of the claims, and that petitions 
complaining of the vexatious delays and stating the views of the 
claimants have been repeatedly presented to Congress, but that no 
action has been taken. It is four years since a majority of the claim- 
ants filed the evidence of their claims with the Secretary of State, 
and petitioned for the interference of the American Government 
to collect them from Great Britain. The action of the American 
Government seems to have come to an end in the rejection of 
the Clarendon-Johnson Treaty, and Mr. Parker therefore thinks 
it tine that the claimants should re-assume their rights indepen- 
dently of the Government, and look to their owninterests. The 
amount of the claims is over $13,000,000, and, if they ought ever 
to be paid, here is that much capital kept out of activity by the 
delay of settlement. As every dollar of capital is equal to four

RAILWAY EXTENSION IN CEYLON. 

An experiment appears to be on the eve of being tried in 
Ceylon, which is of great interest to the residents in all parts of 
the Far East. It is proposed to supplement the existing railway 
by a wire tramway Letween Kandy and Badulla, which will 
so far differ from the light lines so successfully introduced in 
India that it will run through a hilly instead of a flat country. 
‘The introduction of the system into Ceylon has, however, the ad- 
vantage of taking place under exceptionally promising circum- 
stances. ‘The development of the profits of the present railway, 
now only in the third year of its existence, is literally astonish - 
ing; they far excecd the most sanguine anticipations expressed 
in these columns from time to time. 1870 shows an increase in 
tratlic of forty yer cent. over 1868, and there is good reason to 
expect that next year will add fifty per cent. to the present 
fixures. The vast increase in the carriage of manures up the 
line—which cannot Lut invelve a proportional increase in coffee 
downwards —is, of course, a good reason for the establishment of 
sume middle kind cf conveyance to new districts between the old- 
fashioned cart, with its careless and dishonest drivers, and the too 
expensive machinery of a complete railroad.

: two fresh outbreaks are reported by the present mail at places widely 
separated from cach other, and in which the objects of attack were 
properties belonging to Protestant as well as Roman Catholic mission- 
aries. At Wooching, on the Po-yang Lake, a well-organised mob 
broke into the Roman Catholic church and razed it to the ground. 
Fortunately, the absence of the missionaries prevented the commission 
of murder in this case, asin the other, where at Fat shan, near Canton, 
a newly-finisbed church, which had been built entirely by subserip- 
ticng raised among-t the national Protestant converts at that place, 
_ was on the day of its consecration wrecked and utterly destroved by a 
band of rioters who had been frequently heard t> express their deter- 
mination to cestroy the church as scon as it should reach completion. 
The peril of delay in punishing oflences commilted against foreigners 
in China bas thus been proved, but a still greater danger has been in- 
curred in the conduct of recent events by the very inadequate penal- 
‘ ties which have been inflicted on the originators and perpetrators of 
the Tientsin Massacre. 


THE CRISIS IN CHINA. 
(NEW YORK MERALD.) 

We are informed that a Chinese army is in motion, and that the 
forts in the neighbourhood of ‘Taku haye been armed and provisioned. 
; The exercise of a blind and unreasoning intolerance will produce at- 
tempts at repression, and a war of race with a violent persccution for 
; conecience suke may lead evcntually to an armed forcign interference 
in the country. 

It is an interesting and instructive history. It presents the great 
empire of Asia battling against the civilisation of Europe und Ame- 
rica. Religious intolerance, the violence of caste creed, is openly 
arrayed, as it cver has been, against the light of Christianity.  Politi- 
cal dcmoralisation fosters and encourages the barbarism. The place- 
men of the cmpire urge the millions of the aged and hoary land 
to resist the approach of the civilising agencies of the day merely 
on the ground that foreizners present the means of their utilisa- 
tion. There is little doubt that the principle of the steam engine, 
the electric telegraph, as well as of the most modern of our printing 
presses, is fully understood in China. It is equally certain that 
a gencral industrial application of the principle, with the diffusion 
| of knowledge which would ensue, would disturb existing lay class 
interests, break down the barriers which surround the native altars, 
agitate the priests of the idols in their eclo-e ecclesiastical corpora- 
tions and revenucs, and cventually chcanen the working of the ex- 
ecutive system. The knowledge cf thise facta binds the nobles to 
the hierarchs, causcs the placeman to cling to his manger as it is, 
and incites the really philosophic mind of the great Far E.st to ate 
tempt the impossible work of shutting out a pew and dawning light 
i from the people. 

The grand crisisin the history of China has arrived notwithstanding. 
The knowledge of the murderous outrages which have been just perpe- 
trated on the French Chrietians in Pekingand Tientsin has >et the out- 
side world to thinking. Americans, French, Spanish, and English 
interestsure alarmed, The great commercial Powers of the world can- 
not go back to the situation which prevailed at the period of the first 
Anglo-Chinese opium war. They must go forward ; they must evangelise. 
The United States will play an important part, no doubt, in the work. 
We are happy to learn from our special letters that the war ship 
Colorado has been despatched from Hong Kong northward on & 
mission connected with the Christisn investigation of the circam- 
stances connected with the late murders. It is a duty woithy of our 
free flag. ‘he foreigners who are still resident in China are deeply 
a'armed ; in truth, they are in danger. The natives remain stubborn, 
fanatic, exclusive, and truculent. The Peking Government is equivoe 
cating. A general massacre of the Christians may ensue, and it be- 
hoves Christendom to prepare against such a terrible catastrophe at 
this hour of the world's enlightenment. It is,azs we have said, the 
crisis of the history of China; it may become a glorious era in the an- 
nals of Christianity. 

CHRISTIANITY IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

There isa marked contrast presented just now between the effect 
which Christian civilisation has produced in Ching and in Japan, While 
we behold the spectacle of the Chinese people engaged in what has 
evidently on the face of the movement the appearance of a conspi- 
racy to murder all the Christian foreigners in the kingdom, the Ja- 
panese Government is sending delegations of its young men to Europe 
and America to study the operations and results of Christian civilisae 
tion in the different capitals and collezes. There are fourteen of these 
young Japanese nowin New York. ‘hey are to be located at the ex- 
pense of their Government at different points on the two continents. 
Some will remain here; others go to Berlin, St. Petersburg, London, 
Paris, Vienna, and Rome. The object, of course, is to employ these 
atudents as propagandists of Christiin civilisition on their return 
home—to engralt, as far as their acquired experience will permit, the 
systems of various Christian natious upon the darkened civilisation of 
their own country. Ever since the American expedition of Commo- 
dore Perry the governing minds of the Japanese E-npire hive been 
"awakened to an larged view of the outside world, and the thoughts of 
| its statesmen have been tixed upon this country as the first example 

presented to them of a great foreign Power exercising its influence in 
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friendship and peace in strange contrast to the violent domination of 
other nations. We have seen the resalts in the expanded views of the 
Japanese—in the distinguished Embassy which visited these shores a 
few years ago; and the inflaence of the United States remnins to-day 
aa firm asever in Japan. The movements of that Empire are pro- 
gressive.

DR. THIN ON THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE* 

‘‘The reeult of the last war was to create in the minds of the man- 
darins a belief that foreigners were powerful and ready to punish who- 
ever attacked them and wherever they were attacked. Our prestige 
was a shicld tous. When they ceased to be afraid of us onr prestiye 
‘was no protection, and for the last few years we have been imperilled 
by the machinations of a few of the more daring maadarins. It is in- 
atructive to know why the mandarins have ceased to fear foreigners ; 
but the causes are not many or far to seek. They have been allowed 
to employ foreign drill instructors and build arsenals with foreign 
supervision. Ji Hang Chang, at Foochow and Nanking, has, by the 
assis‘ance of Dr. Macartney, laid up an almost incredible store of 
powder, cannon, and ammunitions of war. Chung How has been doing 
the same at Tientsin, with the agsistance of Mr. Meadows. This gave 
confidence to others, and they began to think they were ready to fight. 
Then came the small beginnings of petty obstacles thrown in the way 
of carrying ont the treaty in which the Chinese were allowed to gain 
their purpose. Hence more and larger complications, in which they 
were still victorious. Their old policy of lies and procrastinations was 
met by argument and expostulation instead of determination. Then 
came the loss of influence by the British Ambassador at Peking, for 
which either he or his Government are responsible. The measure of the 
Chinese was full when they were able to match forcign diplomacy by 
the quiet aid of Mr. Hart, who, to the office of Inspector-General of 
Customs, has lately added the fanctions (without the tails of Minister 
for Forcign Affairs:, in which capacity he advised the appointment of 
the late Mr. Burlingame. Then came the fruits of the Burlingame 
policy on instructions from home that diplomatic action at Peking 
and London was to supersede measures of self-defence against the out- 
rages of uncivilised savages, who cared as little for Peking as they did 
for London. And last, and most fatal of all, came the apology from the 
Government of Great Britain to the Chinese for the action of Mr. 
Gibson at Formosa, an apology which, to the Chinese, meant only one 
thing, that England was now afraid of them.” 

DR. THIN'S PAMPHLET. 

The Pall Vall Gaztte, in a review of Dr. Thin’s pamphlet on the 
Tientsin Massacre, which was lately noticed in our columns, offers the 
following remarks :—‘‘The great point for determination is whether 
we can bring our influence most effectually to bear upon the Chinese 
authorities by enforcing our claims, in the cvent of complication, on 
the Central Government at Peking, or by enforcing them on the local 
mandarins in the places where those complications shall happen to 
arise. The former is the line we have adopted since the conclusion of 
the treaty of Tientin, and the latter is the line we adhered to pre- 
viously, and to which Dr. Thin and most of the unofficial foreigners in 
China argue that we ought to return. It may be doubted if a combi- 
nation of the two would not be the best expedient of all. The direct 
approval of the Peking Government, either antecedently or subee- 
quently accorded to our proceedings, would be a powerful auxiliary aid 
to the measures we might find it necessary to take with the provincial 
governors or their subordinates. At the same time those measures, 
either completed or in contemplation, would supply us with most 
valuable guarantees for the intention and honeaty of the Emperor 
and his advisers. Except in name, the eighteen provinccs of China 
are independent sovercigntics. It requires weeks for intelligence to 
reach Peking from the more remote of them, and it is on this as well 
as other grounds impossible for their internal administration to be 
effectually controlled from the capital. If the Imperial Government 
had the will it bas not the power of compelling its subjects, except in 
its own immediate vicinity, to observe the stipulations of the treaties 
into which it has entered. It has thus occurred that we have always 
failed when we have appealed to the justice of the Central Govern- 
ment, and have almost always succeeded when we have worked upon 
the apprehensions of the local mandarins. Dr. Thin illustrates this 
Proposition with numerous exampler, which our space will not allow 
of our citing. Onthe whole, his little book deserves to be read, and 
although we refrain from pronouncing a final judgment on the issues it 
raises, we fecl confident that they will have to be very carefully in- 
quired into by our Government if the thousands of British lives and 

e millions of British property engaged in Chinege commerce are to 
be adequately and permanently protected.” 


THE “MALUO MIXTURE.” 

It would be a comparatively small thing for the Chinese to sell us 
their old tea-leaves for new tea if they did nothing worse. But our 
valuable monthly contemporary, the Food Journal, has been investigat- 
ing the quality of the cheaper kinds of English tea, and in doing co 
has thrown some very unwelcome light into our teapota. The cele- 
brated ‘‘ Maloo Mixture,” which we helped to expose some time since, 
consisted not only of old tea leaves, but of old willow leaves and of 
other second-hand adulterations. In the wholesale market Dr. Muter, 
who has conducted these Food Journal inquiries, found some gun- 
powder tea, which ought to be the best green, to consist of common 
caper, faced with Prussian blue. Some “Moning Congou” he found 
to be almost entirely re-dried leaves, and a sample of Kaisow was greatly 
made up of rice husks and other matters. But this is nothing to the re- 
sults obtained by examining thirty-one samples of cheap tea bought of 
various retailers in London, and four boughtin Birmingham. Of these 
thirty-five samples, which were all tested by an experienced taster 
and valuer, not one was worth within eightpence a pound of its price, 





* The Zientsin Massacre, by Dr. Thin. Blackwood and Sons, Edinburgh an 
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and many of them were worth but a few pence a pound. One sample, 
bought at the chenp price of sixteen pence a pound, is described as 
“very common dust, mixed with a small quantity of small reddish 
unknown sceds, and iron filings much burnt ;” while in one of the 
Birmingham purchases there was rice faced with plumbago and lamp 
black, with some pieces of free plumbago scattered through the mixture. 
Another mixture, sold at eighteen pence a pound, consisted of ‘‘com- 
mon fannings mixed with broken stalks, rice husks, fractured tea 
buds, and iron filings.” Another sample contained pieccs of decayed 
wood, fragments of reeds and stones, while another contained a consi- 
derable proportion of ‘‘ exhausted leaves rendered astringent with ca- 
techu ;” and in another there were actually found a few feathers, scat- 
tered among rice and pea husks, and leaves of the Chinese willow. The 
decoction produced by this last compound. is described as ‘ very mild 
and not unpleasint, but totally unlike tca.” These rice husks and iron 
filings seem to be the commonest form of adulteration ; and it is for- 
tunate that it is 60, for they are at least innocuous, and it is better to be 
cheated and not poisoned, than to be both cheated and poisoned, as 
the buyers of higher class tea sometimes are. A common black tea 
“ faeed ‘’ with Prussian blue,-to make it sell as the finest green tea, is 
actually poisonous. Indeed, it seems likely that the real or supposed 
unwholcsomences of green tea is due more to its faciny than to any- 
thing in the nature of the tea itself. There is, however, very little 
reason to believe that the better qualities of tea are at all seriously 
adulterated. Like other evils, this one of adulteration fails most heavily 
on those who can least protect themselves against “t. Tho:e who have 
least money to spend have least chance of spending it to advantage, 





Tike Atheneum remarks that the Silk Supply Association avitation is 
acting on Japanese literature. We had already obtained a translation 
of the Japancse works on silk culture, but now the Japanese are trans- 
lating and civeuluting manuals and reports from the Enylish in a very 
business-like way, Six hundred copies of the translation of Mr. 
Adams's report have becn cireulated among the Yokohama dealers 
alone. The Home Minister, Date Mimbukio, in transmitting the works, 
culls attention to the efforts of the English asa ground for circulation. 
The } cople must, he says, remember the saying, “ Fear posterity,” for 
it is impossible to affirm that the extreme limit of progress has been 
attained. He likewise calls attention to the “uji” silkworm disease, 
which: must not be attributed to Providence solely besause we have not 
yeta-certained its cause. He therefore invites the silk growers to send 
in essays, and he promises not only a suituble reward, but that ‘¢ his 
treatise, with his name attached, shall be putlished throughout the 
Empire.”* 

Sketches on the Wing. By G.De M. Soares. London: E. Stanford. 
This is a pleasant collection of light readable narratives in the life of a 
gentleman, who records his adventures and experiences in various parts 
of the world in a guy but not an entirely superficial spirit. Throughout 
the book, light as it appears to be, there is an undercurrent of shrewd- 
ness und perception, as well as a happy style of description, which will 
make it as useful to intending travellers as enjoyable to those home- 
keeping spirits who prefer to confine their travels within the bounds of 
the circulating library. Ske'ches on the Wing originally appeared in 
one of the Calcutta journals, and the appreciation which the author met 
with in the City of Palaces has very naturally led to the r production of 
his adventures in a more permanent form. 

Tue Mont Cenis Tunnel ia advancing to completion. Next month 
is expected to witness the virtual consummation of this work, which 
was commenced in 1257, and has consequently been thirtcen years in 
hand. At the close of October the whole distance remaining to be 
pierced did nut exceed 880 feet, and the works have been advancing 
of late at the rate of from 400 feet to 500 fect per month. In antici- 
pation of the completion of the tunnel the South Italian is endeayour- 
ing to secure the support of the Evyptian Government in aid of the 
establishment of a line of steamers between Brindisi and Ezypt. The 
difficulty in the way is the competition of the Adriatico-Uriental 
Steamship Company. 

ACCORDING to Trubner’s Literary Record, Cornell University, in the 
United States, is providing itself with a Professorship of Chinese and 
Japanese. Such superfluous literary luxury mey raise a smile here, and 
none the less because the University authorities will assuredly have to 
pay for their professors. The reason, however, is a simple one, and 
worthy of observation here; it is, that the Americans have, like our- 
selves, a growing intercourse with China and Japan. They are near to 
them; they find the languages pay well, and they mcan to outstrip us, 
There is no such professorship in Liverpool. 

Bank oF Ilixpvstan v. Avisux.—An action brought by the above 
bank to recover a balance of £598 for calls from a sharcholder 
waa tried yesterday at the Court of Common Pleas. Judement was 
given for the defendant, on the ground that the amalgamation between 
the plaintiff company and the Imperial Bank of China, in which the 
defendant had shares, was informal, and, as the agreement to take the 
shares was founded on the assumed amalgamation, it fell to the ground,

THE TIENTSIN OUTRAGE SETTLED. 

Tue last telegram from Shanghai deserves more reflection 
than it seems at first sight to invite. If not entirely unsa- 
tisfactory, it is certainly a very significant document, espe- 
cially when read by the light of the one from Hong Kong, 
four days later. From Hong Kong we learn that the chief 
instigator of the massacre at Tientsin has not been arrested, 
and from Shanghai that the outrage itself has been condoned 
by the French Minister. Sixteen coolies have been beheaded, 
and twenty-three exiled, for their share in the Tientein Mas- 
sacre, an indemnity of 500,000 taels (about £160,000) is to be 
paid to the French, and 10,000 taels to the Chinese Chris- 
tians ; and M. Rocuecaovart has expressed himself satis- 
fied with this arrangement. Inu the present distracted state 
of France it is not in our power to condemn the French 
Minister for accepting even this small measure of atonement. 
It helps us, indeed, rather to judge what would have been 
the extent of the demands of the French Government had their 
representative been in any condition to enforce them, or had 
they been properly backed up by our own Government. But,so 
far as we are concerned, not a single step further seems to 
have been taken ; no single special demand has yet been 
made on account of the murder of our unfortunate country- 
woman, Miss Suutivan, who fell amongst the French victims 
of Chinese savagery. Either no “compensation ” whatever 
has been made for her assassination or it has been included 
in the sum paid to the French. In the former case how dis- 
graceful, and, in the latter, how humiliating, must the posi- 
tion of the Euglish Government appear at this moment to 
the Chinese! By all the rights of prior settlement the French 
in Tientsin were as much our guests as they were our allies ; 
yet, so far from our insisting on the expiation due to them, 
we have left them, in the hour of their greatest weakness, 
to estimate and extort the compensation due to our share in 
the common injury. Can any thoughtful person believe for 
one moment that such would have been the conduct of the 
French Government if the blood of their English and Rus- 
sian allies had been shed at Saigon? And this brings us to 
another point in this most significant despatch. The Russian 
Minister declares that he is not satisfied ; the English Mi- 
nister says, what he has said all along—nothing. 

We need not here pause to remind our readers that the 
Russian declaration scatters to the winds the base and spe- 
cious arguments of the Pall Jal! correspondent, MENCIUS, 
who laboured to prove that our national honour did not re- 
quire us to do more than Russia in this matter. MeENcIUS 
measured England’s honour by his own Russian standard, so 
long as Russia did not manifest ber own better sense of it. 
It is impossible for him, and reasoners like him, to deny 
that it is the part of England now to make common cause 
with Russia in whatever reparation she demands. We need 
not now notice the possible complications in which we may 
find ourselves involved with the Russian Government in the 
Black Sea. They have nothing whatever to do with the 
Present question 5 Nor, even were they to lead to war, could 
they by any possibility be made part of it. But, in the mean- 
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time, what must be the impression made upon the Eastern 
mind by the determined attitude of Russia, who, at the very 
moment when she contemplates « possible struggle with 
the greatest Powers of Europe, yet shows courage and 
determination to vindicate her position in China? Russia's 
ulterior designs in the East, whatever they may be, are at 
least as well known to the Chinese as to any Court in 
Europe; and we cannot but feel the injurious effect 
that must be produced at this moment throughout our 
Indian Empire also, if the Power, of all others the 
most likely to invade it, is allowed to proceed in this 
matter unaided by the Power whose duty it is to pro- 
tect it. It is the bounden duty of Lord GranviLLE to lose 
not a day in instructing Mr. WaDE to co-operate to the ut- 
most with the Russian Minister ; and England will not readily 
forgive him if, even in the midst of his present duties, he 
does not find time to catch the last opportunity of vindicat- 
ing the British flag in the Far East, before the Tientsin Mas- 
sacre shall have become matter of history, and an indelible 
disgrace to the GLapsToneE Cabinet. : 


TROOPS FOR THE FAR EAST. 

THE circumstances under which the detachment of marines 
has been despatched for China is eminently illustrative of 
the policy pursued by the present Government with regard 
to. the naval and military services. We believe if is now 
some six months since the receipt of a joint recommendation 
from Sir Harry Parkes and Vice-Admiral Kexurrr that 
the troops quartered in Japan should be replaced by a body of 
marines, whom they considered better qualified to perform 
the duties required at that settlement than any other branch 
of theservice. The recommendation was complied with in 
so far that the detachment was selected, the officers appointed, 
and other preliminaries settled, when the breaking out of the 
war caused the suspension of all preparations. The delay would 
doubtless have been further extended but for the news of the 
Tientsin Massacre, on receipt of which orders were sent down 
to forward matters with all possible haste, the destination of 
the detachment being at the same time changed to the China 
station, its subsequent movements to be left to the discretion 
of the Admiral. Instead, however, of employing a troop- 
ship, the Admiralty decided on chartering and despatching 
the Juno, thereby getting rid of a vessel whose slow steam- 
ing powers and general uselessuess had provoked much un- 
pleasant criticism. This arrangement was concluded with- 
out regard for the troops, who are thus destined to 
undergo a long voyage in the tropics, including a pas- 
sage down the Red Sea, huddled together cn a dark 
and miserable deck below that used by the crew of 
the vessel. The condition of affairs will be thoroughly ap- 
preciated when we mention that the Juno isa corvette, of 
1,462 tons, that her complement is 235 officers and men, 
and that the marines and supernumeraries will swell the total 
to 686 souls, or eighty-one more than the complement of an 
ironclad of 4,000 tons. It was discovered at the last moment 
that so full is the Juno packed with her living freight that 
no space could be found for baggage, which must follow the 
troops in another vessel. This blunder will doubtless entail 
& greater expenditure than the charter of a suitable ship in 
the first place. 


Tue statement in the Liverpool papers that the fleet of 
the P. and O. Company would be removed from Southamp- 
ton to Liverpool is incorrect. Although the company have 
taken the power in the last contract, it is expected that the 
cost of carriage will be reduced, so as to retain their kine at 
Southampton, which for passengers and mails is more con- 
venient than Liverpool. We believe that the steamers now 
running to Marseilles will shortly be ordered to Brindisi. 
This movement was not intended until the completion of the 
tunnel through Mont Cenis, but the uncertainty of the war 
renders it undesirable and very unprofitable to run an 
longer to Marseilles. We understand that the Delhi, which 
leaves Hong Kong with the mails on the 15th Nov., will 
come direct to Southampton, via Suez Canal, and it is ex- 
pected that she will bring a large batch of Japan silk- 
worm eggs. The company’s steamers from Southampton 
continue to fill, but many are for Mediterranean p:rts. The 
thirtieth annual report of the company will be issued next 
week, when a dividend will be declared. 
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“THE TIMES” ON MISSIONARIES. 

In another column we reproduce, with very great regret, a 
leading article from The Zimes on the Tientsin Massacre. 
The spirit of this composition is so utterly unlike that which 
generally pervades the reasoning of the leading journal that 
we can only account for it on the supposition that it expresses 
the sentiments of a Government which owes The Times some- 
thing more than its Chancellor of the Exchequer. It is too 
manifestly written under the shadow of Prince Gortscna- 
Korr’s Circular. It commences with a weak sneer at the 
Russian Government, which, so far as concerns its conduct 
in China, will, we believe, be falsified ; and it then enters on 
@ trenchant diatribe against missionaries, which reminds us 
more thaa anything of late years of those “ parlous times ” 
when the Jupiter Tonans of Printing-house Square was sup- 
posed to be able to “ write down” anything and anybody. 
That time has long since fled for ever, and the weapons which 
once did it such yeoman’s service are now as weak and out 
of date as the artillery of the siege of Antwerp would be be- 
fore Paris. It is not of the argument, for there is nothing 
new in it,—it is of the tone of the present article that we 
complain. It is not by describing the Chinese‘as “ sons of 
Belial,” and by sneering at missionaries as “ irrepressible ec- 
clesiastics” that The Times can remove the great question it 
has raised from the broad basis of right and wrong. Neither 
is it by reminding us that the early Christians were content 
to worship in holes and caverns, and that they forebore from 
consecraling chapels in heathen countries “ because they had 
no foreign consuls to fly to for protection.” The present 
question in China is not so much one of Religion as of Treaty ; 
it is not a dispute between creed and creed, but an article of 
faith between nation and nation. As the case stands, our 
missionaries are entitled by Treaty, and should therefore be 
protected by Government. If The 7'imes considers this pri- 
vilege injurious, by all means let it advocate the repeal of 
those parts of our treaties which secure it ; but this it shrinks 
from doing, although it permits itself to censure the mis- 
sionaries for pursuing their legitimate vocation, and expresses 
the hope that “ we have heard the last of the Tientsin Mas- 
sacre,” now that our Government have, to all intents and 
purposes, “ begged the question” it gave rise to. 





Tue Si Lancelot, whose passage we noticed in our last, 
is owned by McCunn and Co., Glasgow, and was built by 
STEELE, of Greenock.

THE TIENTSIN AND FATSHAN OUTRAGES, 
(THE TIMES.) 

A telegram from Shanghai informs us that vengeance has overtaken 
some of the subordinates in the Tientsin Massacre. Sixtcen Coolies 
have, it seems, been beheaded, and twenty-three others have been 
exiled. Besides these executions an indemnity of 500,000 taels is to 
be paid to the French and 10,000 taels to the Chinese Christians. M. 
Rochechouart, the French Minister, has expressed himself satisfied, 
and has left Peking. It will be remembered that some Russians who 
were mistaken by the fanatical populace for Frenchmen were murdered

‘| infuriated, broke into the building, and sacked and burnt it. 








in the Massacre, and we are told that the Ruasian Legation at Peking 
is not satisfied with the recent arrangement. As the Russians just 
now are seeking compensation and rectifications in all quarters we 
suppose that the Chinese will have to pay handsomely for the mistake 
made by the Tientsin mob. When this has been accomplished all the 
demands of justice will seem to have been satisfied, and we hope we 
shall hear nothing more of this horrible Tientsin Massacre as a likely 
cause of quarrel between the Chinese Empire and foreign countries. 
We must, however, say that, if we are not soon involved ina war 
with China, it will not be the fault of the Missionary body in that 
Empire, French and English alike. The theory of these irrepressible 
ecclesiastics seems to be that the Chinese religion, being a form of 
idolatry, is no religion at all, and that they may invade the whole 
Empire in their zeal to make proselytes. Now, the fact is, that these 
benighted idolators do feel very strongly for their religion—so strongly, 
indeed, that the Missionary question has recently become a very 
serious one, and is, in fact, the sole cause of danger to the amicable 
relations which have sprung up between the Chinese Government and 
foreign nations. We believe that on looking back for several years, 
scarcely one mercantile difficulty has arisen to cause a collision be- 
tween the Chinese people and the foreign commercial community ; 
while, on the other hand, the disturbances at Yangchow, Shantung, 
Tientsin, and many other places, have sprung from the imprudent zeal 
of missionaries, whether Catholic or Protestant. The effect of these 
proceedings has been to give rise toa wide epread dislike to foreignera 
all over China, and this outburst of ill-feeling has become so bitter 
and undiscriminating that a short time ago the Chinese Empire might 
be said to stand on the very brink of war with France and England. 
It is only doing an act of simple justice to the Chinese authorities 
to say that in general they have behaved extremely well on these oc- 
casions. But here in England, at least, we ought to know, with an 
endleas series of “ No Popery” riots in our remembrance, how difficult 
it is for any Government, however strong, to repress at the moment 
a religious outbreak. In questions like these a Government may have 
the beat intentions in the world, but if it has the whole population of 
a province or district against it it can do little more than sit with 
folded hands while churches are burnt and missionaries murdered. 
After the popular frenzy has cooled down justice comes limping up 
and demands her victims; but, being proverbially blind as well as 
halt, she often lays her hands on the innocent instcad of the guilty, 
and the real authors of these atrocious outrages too commonly escape. 


One would have thought, after the terrible scenes which the mistaken 
zeal of the Roman Catholic Missionaries had brought down on the 
French community at Tientsin, in the North of China, that Protestant 
Missionaries all over the Empire would have been careful to avoid 
offence to the irritated feelings of the Chinese, and that we should not 
have heard of any outrages provoked by Protestant zeal. We have, 
however, been mistaken, and the Missionaries at Canton secm re- 
solved that they, at least, will be no parties to any idolatrous compact 
with the priests of Baal. There is a town, not far from Canton, called 
Fatshan. It isa place famed for the turbulence of its inhabitants, and 
in old times, when Canton was merely another name for the whole of 
China to English ears, hardly a year passed during which the ‘‘ braves” 
of Fatshan did not distinguish themselves by some cowardly atrocity per- 
petrated on foreizn seamen. Somctimes, indeed, retribution wasexacted, 
but asin that part of China at least it was always possible to buy a substi- 
tute for any one sentenced to undergo capital punishment, vengeance 
only overtook the ‘‘ braves” vicariously, and the real offenders pursued 
their turbulent existence as riotously as before. It is among these sons 
of Belial that the missionaries at Canton have lately been working 
with such success that a number of Chinese converts have been made at 
Fatshan. We do not, of course, complain of this, but we do complain 
of what follows. This Christian community at Fatshan had, it seems, 
grown so numerous that it required a chapel. The early Christians 
were for centuries content to worship God in catacombs, and holes, 
and caves; but then they had no foreign Consuls to fly to for protec- 
tion when Nero and Diocletian persecuted, and impaled and burnt 
them. But the Chinese Christiana at Fatehan must have a chapel, 
though, according to the Chinese paper from which we take these par- 
ticulars, “Fatshan is noted for its opposition to the encroachments of 
the missionaries,” so much go that “the representative of the Wesleyan 
mission at that place has for some time past found it expedient to dwell 
there more in spirit than in the flesh. It was in such a place that the 
missionaries resolved to fly in the face of the mob by building a chapel. 
This building, built altogether by the Chinese converts, was opened on 
the 21st of September with a great demonstration. “On the comple- 
tion of the edifice,” says the same paper, ‘‘it was determined to have 
an opening ceremony on a grand scale, and several Protestant mission - 
aries and native converts were invited to attend. Fortunately, only 
one foreigner, the Rev. J. Chalmers, was able to be present, and to his 
early return to Canton he probably owes his life.” It seems that ag 
soon as the ceremony was over the rev. gentleman left Fatshan, re- 
fusing to remain for some festivities in the evening. At about six P.m. 
the mob of Fatshan, which had ‘‘ often expressed its intention of de- 
atroying the building when it was finished,” collected before the doors, 
declaring, very much after the manner of the persecutors of the early 
Christians, ‘‘ that improprieties were being committed within the cha- 
pel.” In spite of the denial of the ‘‘native assistant,” the mob pene 

he 
converta made good their escape, and no lives were lost, though 
“several ugly wounds were received.” So in half a day began and 
ended the Protestant chapel at Fatshan. 

Of course, as compared with the revolting atrocities perpetrated at 
Tientsin, these unruly acts of the ‘‘ braves” of Fatshan seem almost 
ludicrous. ‘‘ Well it was no worse,” all our readers will say. So we 
say too; but we must proceed to ask whose fault was it that it was not 
much worse? Certainly not that of the missionaries in general and 
of Mr. Chalmers in particular, who, knowing the notorious turbulence 
of the population of Fatshan, and aware of the avowed determinatien 
of the mob to destroy the chapel as soon as it was finished, nevertheless 
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went to Fatshan for the express purpose of doing the very thing which 
he must have known would be most offensive to the susceptibili- 
ties of the Chinese fanatics. One would have thought that his 
own good feeling and common sense, or, if these failed him, 
the express warning, issucd by the Legation at Peking, that at a 
period when the relations between China and foreign countries were 
on so precarious a footing, the missionary body should abstain as much 


as possible from irritating the religious feelings of the Chinese, would | 


have prevented his taking a step which might have cost him his own 
life, and has certuinly added another stone of offence to those hundreds 
of millions of the Chinese nation who are as yet unconverted to Chris- 
tianity. It may be said that missionaries have no choice but to be 
zealous in season and out of season, but we suppose that even mission~ 
aries can understand that anything that tends to throw back for years 
the privileges which they now enjoy in Chinais a thing hurtful to that 
great Christian cause which they so worthily represent. .A war be- 
tween China and the nations of the West is almost the only event 
which can check conversion in China; and yet thia mistaken zeal on 
the part of the missionaries is just what will bring about the hostilities 
which will be so fatal to Gospel teaching in the Chinese Empire. 
(DAILY NEWS ) 

The danger of anothcr Chinese difficulty seems to have passed away. 
Although the details of the outrage at Fatshan have only just come to 
hand, there has come with them satisfactory evidence that the Chincse 
Government is able and willing to fulfil its treaty obligations and to 

. punish those who are guilty of outrage and violence. The Fatshan 
affair seems to have had no connection with the massicre at Tientsin. 
It was a repetition in a Chinese town of a kind of riot with which our 
own towns were only too familiar a century ago. Fatshan is a very 
fanatical place, not far from Canton, bat the missionaries have suc- 
ceeded in establishing there a Christian congregation. The Fatshan 
Christians were, however, not content to court the obscurity with which 
our own Nonconformists ebielded themselves from the Church and 
King mobs of George the Third’s happy reign. They were numerous 
enough to build a chapel, and unwise enough to call very prominent 
attention to it. They had bcen threatened during the progress of the 
building that the mob would pull it down when it was finished, and 
instead of hecding this threat they were courageous cnough to dare the 
populace to carry it out. Instead of opening the chapel quietly, and 
going on without obscrvation, they resolved to have a grand ceremony, 
such as Western Christians have, and a Chinese imitation of a tea 
meeting in the evening to wind up the procecdings of the day. Only 
one forcigner took part in these doings, and he wisely resolved not to 
stay at Fatshan for the evening meetirg. When the meeting assembled 
within the chapel the mob gathered outside; rumours were indus- 
triously circulated among them that offensive orgies were going on 
within ; the native preachers endeavoured, in vain, to reassure the 
populace ; the authorities made a mere show of protecting the congre- 
gation, and at length the mob broke in, dispersed the people, and de- 
stroyed the chapel. The whole affair was, of course, a purely domestic 
quarrel, with which other nations have no more to do than with the 
mobbing of a Protestant in a Vendée, ora quarrel between Irish 
Catholics and Protestants in the streets of Belfast. 








THE SATISFACTION FOR THE TIENTSIN OUTRAGE 
(GLOBE. ) 

If the information contained in the telegram from Shanghai, which 
we published on Saturday, be correct, the political situation at Peking 
would appear to be Iczs satisfactory than we had been led to hope. 
Mr. Wade lately telegraphed to Lord Granville that twenty of the 
ringleaders in the Tientsin riot were to be beheaded: we now learn 
that only sixtcen have been exccuted, while the Government has given 
public proof of its unwillingness to punish at ull, by indemnifying their 
families, or, in other words, by purchasing so many victims. This, 
with the payment of £166,600 to the French, and £3,300 to the 
Chinese Christians, is enid to have satisfied M. Rochechouart. Wecan 
quite understand how, in the difficult position in which he is placed, 
he may have considered it wise to accept this very unsatisfactory com- 
pensation, as indced he would have been obliged to accept any recom- 
pense which the Chinese chose to offer him.

The affair at Tientsin was of a formidable character, and it is satis- 
factory to find that some of the humbler agents of the tragedy have 
been punished, and compensation his been paid to the relatives of its 
victims. The last accounts left the French Minister, M. de Roche- 
chouart, urging upon the Chinese Government the punishment of 
one of the high officials of the district. Three mandarins were re- 
H Seed for the maseacre. Two of them had been transported ; but 
the third, a Chinege general, named Chen-kwo-Jui, who was accused 
of actually heading the rioters, had not been punished. Whether he 
has been punished, or sufficient doubt has been thrown upon his guilt 
to reconcile M. de Rochechouart to his escape, we are not informed, 
but the French Minister is satisfied, and we have therefore no reason 
to doubt that substantial justice has been done. Sixteen of the hum- 
bler agents in the trazedy have been executed, twenty-three persons 
have been transported, and an indemnity of half a million taels is to 
be paid to the French miesionarics, and a hundred thousand tacls to 
the native sufferers. M.de Rochechouart has consented to these terms, 
and co fur as France is concerned the affair is at an end. Russia has 
still some unsettled claim arising out of it, but that isa matter with 
which the Western Powers are in no way concerned. The Tientsin 
Massacre only interested as ag an ally of France in the East. It wasa 
purely French catastrophe, though it was one in which our habit and 
principle of common action in Chinese affuirs necessitated our making 
common cause with France. France is s:ti:fied with the reparation 
offered, and, therefore, England ia content. It would be well if all the 
Missionaries would learn the lc:son these disasters teach. The Chinese 
Government found a thoroughly sensible advixer in its Viccroy, Tseng- 
kwo-Fan. This great oficial was commizsioned to go to Tientsin and 
thoroughly investigate the affair, and report upon it. His report is 
remarkably clear and straightforward, and not only points out the 
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origin of the masgacre, but suggests means whereby such calimities 
may be avoided in future. It confirms the statements already made 
that the disturbances actually originated in the superstitious terrors of 
the people. These latest missionaries and martyrs of aggressive 
Christianity found themselves exposed to the same strange and hidcoas 
accusations which met the earliest efforts of the Church. As in the 
Roman Empire under Nero the Christians were popularly believed to 
eat children in the feasts of their God, so in the Chinese Empire the 
Roman Catholics and Sisters of Mercy were believed to make medi- 
cines out of the eyes and hearts of infants. 
(DAILY TELEGRAPH.) 

After a study of the telegram most persons will be tempted to ex- 
claim—What an odd sort of commodity Chinese justice proves to be! 
Sixteen coolies have becn beheaded, and the Imperial Government has 
indemnified the families of the selected culprits. ‘“ Jedburgh justice” 
used to consist in executing a person first, and afterwards investigating 
at leisure whether or not he was guilty. The article dispensed by the 
Chinese authorities might be called ‘‘ circular ” justice, for it is based 
upon a desire to satisfy everybody all ronnd. Thus, to please the 
troublesome ‘‘ foreign devils," who would go on demanding satisfac- 
tion for the insignificant nuns and missionaries murdered at the 
French convent, the Government of Peking had apparently re- 
solved that it might be better to Lehead a batch of the 
Emperor's subjects. To gratify public opinion and the lite- 
rati class, to which the instigators of the massacre are supposed 
to belong, they decide, however, not to touch the chief criminals, 
They decapitate sixteen coolies, and banisl twenty-three more, politely 
offering this libation of blood, with Tis. 500,000, to the French repre- 
sentative. Other Tle. 10,000 are promised to the Chinese Christians 
who have been maltreated, and we make no doubt that ‘Li, or whoever 
else concluded the arrangement, looks upon it as a masterpiece of con- 
ciliation and enlightenment. Finaliy, the families of the beheaded 
are consoled with a Government grant, which would remove the 
very last objection to the arrangement in the mind of all Chinese 
officials. We can well imagine Tseng-kwo, or whoever transacted 
the affair, reporting in triumph to head-quarters that he had at 
one coup saved the dignity of China, had coaxed the “ outer barba- 
rians"’ into content, and even calmed the sorrows of those who had 
had the distinguished honour to furnish kinsmen for this happy 
act of diplomacy. A pang may perchance arise in the Western con- 
science when it reflects that the coolies executed were probabl 
as innocent of the massacre as a child unborn. That scruple, indeed, 
would probably create no difficulty for Chinese justice. If not guilty 
at Tientsin, the doomed men had perhaps been guilty somewhere else, 
of some other crimes; and, failing this explanation, itis well known 
that in China persons may be hired to die, either for the State or fora 
neighbour. In consideration of ready money down, and an addition 
for his funeral and family, the votary of Foh cheerfully sells his ex- 
istence; why, indeed, should he not? He lives amid such a swarm of 
life that death is neccesarily too common to create much impression ; 
and Kwan-Yin, the ‘‘Great Compassionate Heart,” will see him safe 





into some better stage of being. Whether theee sixteen had had a 
band in the Tientsin murders or not, a head isahead. French honour 
is vindicated, Chinese high society bas been reapected, the difficulty is 
arranged, the coolies are no more, their relatives are comforted, the 
taels to be paid over can soon be got back by taxing ‘‘ the foreign 
devil,” and all is well once more. 





THE OUTRAGE AT FATSHAN, 
(To the Editor of the Loudon aud China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—I beg you to find space fora few remarks on the state- 
ment in your last issuc, that you hope the circumstances of the 
above outrage will be brought prominently before the Foreign- 
office by the London Missionary Society, cf which Mr Chalmers 
isa member. Ina letter to Lord Clarendon, dated February 5, 
1869, they asked to be informed “ of the range within which, ac- 
cording to existing treaties, missionaries in general may move 
freely ;”’ and then they say that “ the directorsare anxious that the 
operations of the missionaries of the London Missionary Society 
shall be so conducted as in no way to embarrass Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, or even inadvertently to complicate the relations between 
the two Empires.” his letter may he scen in Blue-book, China, 
No. 2,1869. I confess I could hardly believe my eyes when I 
first saw it. That a Society founded upon the command to “Go 
into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature,” and 
receiving funds from every quarter of the world to carry out that 
object, should go t» a Government with such statements, seems ag 
incredible as that sucha Ietter should have passed a Board of 
Directors. It is well known that a missionary cannot pass the 
borders of China without “ inadvertently” incurring considerable 
risk, How, then. can the Suciety promulgate such sentiments ? 
The Rev. James Williamson, who was murdered last year near 
Tientsin, was one of their agents. Those who investigatcd the 
affair were convinced that the officials were cognisant of the 
whole matter; and Dr. Thin, in his book, which everyone should 
read, says that ‘it is more than probable that it was the policy 
pursued in regard to that outrage which emboldened the Tientsin 
people to murder the French this sammer.” The scriousness of 
the affuir was represented to the Society, but they took no ac- 
tion whatever ; and, as I have reason to believe, when inquiries 
were made of the secretary ahout the state of neyotiations, he 
could give no information upon the subject. Mr. Williaicsun was 
merely a missionary—a spoke in the big machine—and they could 
easily get another. He had gone away on a missionary tour, and 
was about thirty miles from his home when he was murdered, but 
he had thus “inadvertently” risked a complication between the 
two Empires, and so here was an end of it. There is therefvre little 
hope of this Society taking any steps in the Fatshan case.—Yours,

The section of the shareholders in the late Commercial Bank of 
India who took over certain landed property at Shanghai, and sub- 
scribed £100,000 to complete the payment of creditors’ claims at 
15s. in the pound, in order to avert further ‘calls, have, we un- 
derstand, decided to hold the property, which is yielding fair 
reatals, until it can be realised to good advantage by their agents 
in Shanghai, Messrs. Sassoon and Co. A portion of the receipts 
from rentals has been devoted to paying off a loau of £15,000, 
raised on the property, but it has been proposed and decided to 
distribute to the subscribers five per cent. on their capital sub- 
scribed. Notwithstanding this effort on the part of a few share- 
holders to save a sacrifice, it is expected that a small call must 
be made by the liquidator, Mr. Holyland, before the final closing 
up of affairs. The amount already called up is £15 per share, in 
addition to the £25 paid before the stoppage. 

The liquidation of the Asiatic Bank and Bank of Hindustan 
has not yet been completed, but it is etpected that final accounts 
will soon be ready, showing the realisation of assets, calls, &c.

In new season’s the sales, ex Thermopyle and Sir 
Lancelot, show 1d. per lb, reduction from those made ex Vine, for fair 
to good kinds ; fine to finest, from their scarcity, have been well main- 
tained, In Paklins there is no alteration to notice. Black-leaf kinds: 
Low kinds show no improvement. Fair to good common remain 
firm, with a moderate inquiry.

The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s 
Circular :—The transactions during the past fortnight have been con- 
tracted for want of suitable supplies, there being a great scarcity of 
medium Congous, and extreme rates bave been paid ; but the past 
few days free arrivals have taken place, and sales are being made in 
black leaf at a reduction of 1d. per lb. on prices ruling a week ago. 
The satisfactory market so far this season is owing to supplies having 
come forward on a scale near to the deliveries, the imports being only 
83,000,000 lbs., against 52,000,000 lbs. within the same period last 
year. Demand has been on the better grades, the large quantity of 
re-dried spurious leaf sold the early part of the year having interfered 
with the consumption for common Teas.

Fora few days, after our last report, when armistice negotiations 
before Paris were progressing with some little prospect of success, a 
considerable businsss was done on this market, chiefly in the Shanghai 
and Canton Silks, and prices generally stiffened, 26s. being freely paid 
for Red {Peacock, 24s.

The failure of peace prospects, 
however, caused a sudden stop to operations, and the market has since 
been very quiet, but with great firmness shown by importers. The 
More recent anxiety respecting the step taken by Russia has not 
affected the market to any further extent, and we have to report Silk 
as being very quiet, at unchanged rates, but with no disposition just 
now to do business. The deliveries continue extremely good under all
